Eight men in the after compartment 
were those who responded to the 
divers's rappings during the thirty- 
two hours a u e r the sinking of the 
submarine. Frbm the condition of the 
Interior of the vessel it was seen that 
they struggled hard against their fate 
and endeavored to stop the leaking 
hatch with their jerseys. 
The water, 
however, gained while the air supply 
diminished. 
Only four bodies have 
as yet been recovered, and these are 
almost unrecognizable.
